Reflection 

♦1* So in our true Mother Jesus our life is 

founded in his own prescient wisdom from 
without beginning, with the great power of 
the Father and the supreme goodness of the 
Holy Spirit. And in accepting our nature 
he gave us life, and in his blessed dying on 
the cross he bore us to endless life. And 
since that time, now and ever until the day 
of judgment, he feeds us and fosters us, 
just as the great supreme lovingness of 
motherhood wishes, and as the natural 
need of childhood asks. Fair and sweet is 
our heavenly Mother in the sight of our 
soul, precous and lovely are the children of 
grace in the sight of the heavenly Mother, 
with gentleness and meekness and all the 
lovely virtues which belong to children by 
nature.

Now our Lord says: 'Whoever renounces 
anything for me and for my name's sake 
shall receive a hundredfold and eternal 
life' (Matt.
